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Tokens of Wheatley, Ontario 
by Harry N. James FCNRS 


AMthough Wheatley is easy enough to locate on a map of Ontario, some confusion exists as to what county 
it should be assigned to. Dun’s Canada Gazetteer and Business Directory for 1896 places Wheatley in 
Essex County. The Union publishing Co’s Farmers’ and Business directory for the Counties of Essex, Kent 
and Lambton for the year 1903 put Wheatley in Kent County. The Union Publishing Co’s Ontario 
Gazetteer for 1905-06 place the town in Romney Township of Essex County. Union Publishing Co’s 
Canada Gazetteer for the year 1908 also has Wheatley in Essex. Coming forward several years, Perly’s 
Detail Atlas for the Prvince of Ontario for 1969 puts Wheatley in Kent County and today (2014) Wheatley 
is considered part of the municipality of Chatham-Kent. The population is just under 3,000. The place is 
situated on Talbot Trail or highway #3 on lake Erie. 


The first settlers settled on the Talbot Road a few miles from the shore of lake Erie. The nearest 
trading post was in Asmherstburg while the nearest mill was in Chatham. Originally the place was known 
as Peg-town. In 1857 the McLean family began operation of a fishery at the lake. By 1947 the Omstead 
filleting establishment was one of the largest of its kind in Canada. 


As Peg-town the village received no recognition not having a post office, and the residents were 
unhappy with the name as it was sometimes referred to as Pig-town. A local citizen, William Buchanan 
applied to re-name the place Wheatley after his late father-in-law, Richard Wheatley. He also applied to 
establish a post office. The new name and post office came about around 1865. 


The first store in the vicinity was located at the mouth of the Yellow Creek several miles east of 
Wheatley. It was operated by Joseph Boosey who had come from Essex, England in 1849. 


By 1869 Wheatley had a population of 150. In 1876 Thomas Dale erected the first store in the 
village itself. 


In 1880 Daniel and Leiman Omstead, who operated a grist mill built a large brick structure on the 
corner of Talbot and Lake Streets. A general store operated out of this building for nearly 80 years. The 
Hanson family were there for nearly 50 of those years. This building was demolished in 1967. 


On the 13" of July of 1890 a large section of the business district was destroyed by fire. The 
merchants were quick to rebuild and several new businesses including that of Edward Hanson started. In 
1890 a partnership of Loyst & Hanson were operating a general store here. By 1892 E. Hanson is listed on 
his own as a grocer. The year 1896 lists the store as Mrs. A. Hanson, grocer but the subsequent directories 
for that period all refer to E. Hanson. In 1904 Mr. Hanson expanded his business by purchasing the 
Wheatley Bargain Store from Stewart Anderson. By this time Wheatley had a population of 500. In 1908 
he expanded again with an addition to his building to better server the needs of his customers. His stock 
included dry goods, clothing, boots & shoes, floor coverings, groceries and crockery. The store had one of 
the first elevators in the region making it both modern and convenient. The business continued in the family 
well into the 1940s with Hanson’s Department Store advertising up to date stock specializing in groceries, 
dry goods, shoes, men’s wear, wallpaper and English china in 1947. 
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Due bill tokens were used in conjunction with this business while still under the proprietorship of 
Edward Hanson. The tokens were in the denominations of 1¢ to a dollar, were made of aluminum, round 
in shape and varied from 18 mm in diameter for the cent to 35 mm for the dollar.

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In addition to Edmond Hanson, there were three other general merchandise businesses in Wheatley 
which made use of due bill tokens. These were Stewart or Steward Anderson, Everett H. Omstead and the 


Whitney Bros. 


Anderson’s store dates back to at least 1899. It was known as The Wheatley Bargain Store and 
although he sold this business to Mr. Hanson in 1904, directories for Kent County show that he was still 


in business here until at least 1909. 


Stewart Anderson, according to the 1901 Canada Census was born in November of 1860. His wife, 
Emma was born in May of 1863. They had a daughter, Nina, born in 1895 and a son Earl, born in 1897. 
A second daughter, Edna was born in 1905.

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Anderson’s Due Bill Tokens 


The Whitney Bros. were in business in Wheatley starting about 1903. A 1¢, 5¢, 10¢ and 25¢ token 
are known from their business. It is likely that a 50¢ and dollar token were used as well. Their tokens were 
of brass, round in shape and varied from 17 mm in diameter for the cent to 28 mm for the 25¢ token. I first 
saw a 1¢ token from this business when I visited a Mr. K. C. Vizzard in Wheatley in his antique store about 
30 years ago. Mr. Vizzard was about 92 years of age when I met him and had been an avid stamp collector. 
I had been referred to him as being a likely source of information concerning old businesses in Wheatley. Mr. 
Vizzard was well acquainted with the Whitneys. Mr. Vizzard was also well acquainted with another merchant 
in Wheatley, Everett H. Omstead. The two of them were brothers-in-law. Mr. Omstead started business 


about 1906 as a general merchant. In addition to their store in Wheatley, the Whitney Brothers also had a store 
in Essex, Ontario. 
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The Omstead business eventually developed into a successful fish processing company in 1932. By 
1947 they were employing about 30 people and within a few years were one of the largest inland fish 
processors in the world. 


A 50¢, a 10¢ and two slightly different 1¢ tokens are known from the Omstead store. These are of 
brass, round and are 32 mm, 25 mm and 19 mm in diameter respectively. The difference in the two 1¢ tokens 
_ is very slight, being just a size difference in the lettering. This difference indicates that a second striking of 
_1¢ tokens was needed to accommodate the needs of their customers.

The beginning of the Whitney Bros. store actually starts in Essex, Ontario. Comfort Whitney, 
descended from English parents came from the United States and settled as a pioneer in Grenville County, 
Ontario. He raised several children, including David Whitney Sr., who worked as a farmer in Grenville 
County. After marrying he left that part of Ontario and purchased a farm in Maidstone, County of Essex in 
1869. A few years later he moved to Essex town. 


He and his wife, the former Diana McCalvey had nine children: daughters, Mary J., Anne, Ida, 
Adaline, born in 1858, Vernecia, born in 1860, and Lillie, born in 1863, as well as three sons, Joel, David J., 
and John. All of the children were born in Grenville County before coming to Essex. David J. And John 
Whitney were the brothers who became general merchants in Essex and Wheatley. 


| David J. Whitney, born on the 18" of April, 1856, received his early education in the Maidstone 
District schools, and later studied at the London Business College. In 1882 he began keeping a store in Essex 
where he erected the Whitney business block. The same year he married Miss Elizabeth Powell of Toronto 
and they resided on Talbot Street in Essex. 


In 1892 he sold his business in Essex and moved to London, Ontario where he was engaged in 
commercial enterprises. In 1895 he once again opened his own store in London, selling Gents’ Furnishings, 
Hats and Caps at 204% Dundas Street. Their residence in London was at 39 Askin Street. This business was 
quite short-lived and they returned to Essex in January of 1896. 
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The Essex Free Press had the following which was part of an advertisement in their issue of January 17%, 
1896. 


“After a rest from business for a few years, last spring the old desire to engage in active life once more 
possessed me and I started a gents’ furnishings, hat and cap business in the city of London, because I could 
not at that time get one of my own stores in Essex. But the exceeding high rate of rent and expenses necessary 
to run a business in a city caused me to make arrangements to secure one of my own stores, which I did, and 
here I am again to stay among my old friends. I ask them and as many new ones as I can secure to give me 
their patronage and I will make it my chiefest aim to please. Now to commence with you I have a city stock 
of e+ *+** (followed by a list of offerings).

Whitney Block, Essex. 


The Leading Hat, Cap and Furnishing House” 


By October of 1897 he added a grocery department and was offering the highest prices for butter and 
eggs. 


In February of 1898, The Grand Store Reception of Whitney Bros. was advertised for Friday February 
18". David’s brother, John had come into the business as a partner. They were advertising “Whitney Bros. - 
sign of the Red Front”. Their advertising until the issue of 15 November 1901 listed the business as just in 
Essex. The Essex Free Press ad for the 22" of November 1891 places them in both Essex and Wheatley. 
John Whitney managed the Wheatley store and also resided in the village of Wheatley. David J. remained 
with the store in Essex living in the Talbot Street residence. 


In January of 1901, Elizabeth Whitney died. The couple had no children. At least for a while, David 
moved back into his parents home. The Whitneys were members of the Methodist Church and David J. was 
one of the church trustees. Politically David J. Whitney was always identified with the Old Liberal Party, but 
never desired office, preferring to exert his influence in private life. He was a member of the Order of Odd 
Fellows, uniting with Essex lodge No. 118, and also belonged to Lodge No. 10, United Workmen, at Essex. 
In every capacity, Mr. Whitney was called upon to fulfill he had proven himself trustworthy. The success 
which had been his came of steadfast effort intelligently directed along legitimate lines. His business methods 
were honorable, his stock first-class in every particular, and thoroughly modern, suited to his customers. 


John Whitney ran the store in Wheatley. John had been born on the 16" of December of 1862. He was 
married to the former Flora Bickle and they had a son, Gerald, born in 1896, and a daughter, Dorothy, born 
in 1899. 


Unfortunately the early newspapers from Wheatley are not available, although they do exist, so much 
of the advertising of this store from the Wheatley branch is not available. Exactly when the operation ceased 
in Wheatley is not certain, however, according to J. H. Beer’s Commemorative Biographical Record of the 
County of Essex, written in 1905, John Whitney was the largest merchant at that time in Wheatley. 
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The Essex Free Press for the 23" September, 1904 reads partly as follows: 


OUR BUSINESS GROWTH 
| Our business in Essex for the past 8 years has been one of steady growth, both in volume of business 
and in the confidence of our customers. We have out-grown our old quarters and have been compelled to 
acquire additional room. 


We now have 123 x 30 feet selling space. The Carpenters, Masons and Painters are now busy and we 
expect to have everything completed by the 15" of September. Our increased space and equipment will enable 
us to look after our customers evsen better than heretofore. Allow us to thank you for your patronage. We 

extend to you a pleasant greeting and we hope to serve you to the best of our ability for many more years * + 
ee *e¢ (followed by a listing of goods for sale) 
Whitney Bros. 
One year later, in the Essex Free Press of 21 September, 1906 the following ad appeared: 


Change of Business 


We beg to announcea to our many customers and friends that we have sold our business to Laing & 
Moore and wish to thank them for their patronage extended to us during the past ten years. 


Mssrs. Laing & Moore intend to carry in stock the latest up-to-date goods in all lines and will look for 
an increased business all round, which they will do their best to secure, to deserve and to retain. 


Yours respectfully 
Whitney Bros. 
The store will re-open on Thursday, September 27". 
Laing & Moore. 
It is very likely that both stores in Essex and Wheatley ceased operation at this time. Definitely by 
1908 no Whitneys are listed in business in either place, and the Whitney name seems to have disappeared from 
the Canada Census for 1911 as well. 
The store in Wheatley made use of due bill tokens of which a 1¢, 5¢, 10¢ and a 25¢ token are known. 


They are made of brass, round in shape and vary from 17 mm in diameter for the cent to 28 mm for the 25¢ 
token.

A baker by the name of James Reynolds made use of a token which was good for one loaf of bread. 
This token is of aluminum, scalloped in shape with four scallops and 28 mm in diameter. The token is listed 
in W. R. McColl’s sales listing of 1902-03 so it is known to have been in use at least that early. 


James Reynolds had been born on the 22" of February, 1859. His wife Elizabeth was born on the 28" 
of March, 1861 and they had two daughters, Ethel, born in 1885 and Hazel, born in 1894. They also had two 
sons, Milton, born in 1889 and Carl, born in 1891 according to the Canada Census for 1901. Alice Reynolds, 
a niece, born in 1875 also lived with them. Her occupation is listed as that of a clerk so it is possible that she

worked in the bakery with her uncle.

| James Reynolds purchased the bakery from Mr. I. Powell in March of 1896. The directories for the 


early 1900s describe his business as that of a baker and confectioner. In 1904 Mr. Reynolds had a gasoline 
powered plant installed in his bakery. Baked goods were delivered by horse and wagon.

Eight dairy tokens are also know to have been in use in Wheatley. J. B. Derbyshire, Edward 
LaMarche and W. H. Willian all made use of tokens in conjunction with their dairies. 


Derbyshire had an aluminum, round token, 26 mm in diameter which was good for 1 pint of milk as 
well as a scalloped-shaped aluminum token, 28 mm in diameter which was good for 1 quart. 


Edward LaMarche also made use of a pint and a quart token. These were also of aluminum, the pint 
being octagonal in shape and 25 mm in diameter, while the quart was scalloped with 8 scallops and 29 mm 


W. H. Willian had a token good for 1 pint which was of aluminum, round and 22 mm in diameter. 
His token identifies him as the owner of the Wheatley Dairy. 
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From 1943 until at least 1950 there was a dairy operating also under the name of Wheatley Dairy. 
Whether this stemmed from Willian’s operation or not I do not know. This dairy was operated by Reg Willett 
and also used tokens. These tokens were also of aluminum, red in colour and in the shape of a cow’s head. 
There were two issues, basically the same accept the one token was holed at the bottom for suspension.

Selkirk, Ontario is located in Haldimand County. Its main corner is the junction of Erie 
Street (Haldimand Rd 53) and Main. It is barely north of Lake Erie to the south and a few miles 
north is the Talbot Road or Highway 3, not far from Cayuga. 


Many of the old business blocks are still standing on Main Street and the final location’ of 
the Holmes store was in the building still located at the south-east corner of Erie and Main Streets. 
The business passed through the ownership of three brothers, Ivan, William and finally Elmo. Ivan 
W. Holmes is listed as the proprietor in The Canada Gazetteer and Business Directory for 1896. The 
Canada Census for 1901 lists William C. Holmes as a clerk in the store, and Ivan is listed as a horse 
dealer. Mr. and Mrs. Ivan Holmes moved to Jarvis, Ontario in 1901 where Ivan operated a furniture 
and undertaking business. He was the municipal clerk for the township of J arvis for 34 years and 
in 1916 became Warden for Haldimand County. It is likely in 1901 that William became the owner 
of the store in Selkirk. Ivan Holmes had been born in 1870 in Selkirk and was married to Ella 
Blanche (Eaid) Holmes, born in 1868. They had a son, Leighton, born in 1896 and a daughter, 
Shirley, born in 1897. Ivan Holmes died in 1958 in Simcoe, Ontario and is buried there in the 
Oakwood Cemetery. William, born in 1878 in Dunnville, Ontario, and Elmo Rene, born in Walpole 
Township in 1883 were both still living at home with their parents, Joseph or Jose Holmes (1842- 
1926), and Martha Holmes, (1845- 1915). Jose at this time is listed as a Yeoman or small land 
owner. Also at home with them were daughters, Maria, born in 1872, and Ena, born in 1887. 
Another son, Blake, born in 1881 was also with them. 


In 1909 William Holmes left the store to become a manager ofa gas plant in nearby Rainham. 
At this time William was married to his wife, Lottie (Biddle daughter of Cornelius and Elizabeth 
Biddle of Port Rowan), and they had a son, Jose named for his grand-father, born in 1905. 


“Where the original location was I am not sure, however, the Holmes store was not at this location until quite a bit after 1916 when 
James Kent sold out to McBurney. In the first half of the 1800s a William Mudie built a frame store at that location . He was 
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succeeded by Barker, then Wiseman. He was followed by Henry Kent whose brother James followed him until 1916. The next owner 
here was William McBurney who leased it to Pugsley and Bailey. The frame store burned while they occupied the store. McBurney 
built the brick building and it was eventually sold to Mr. Holmes. Another source gives the name of Samuel Swarts as the original 
builder of the brick building. This source says he was followed by Daniel Hoover who sold to James Kent. 


Elmo married the former Ruth Brown in 1908 and they had a daughter, Marjorie, born in 
1911. He operated the store from the spring of 1909 until the early 1920s. 


The three brothers, all of whom had been proprietors of the general store at one time or other, 
were grand-children of William Holmes Jr., (1810-1892) and Mary Hoover (1801-1869). 


Mary Hoover had inherited property north of Selkirk and William Holmes erected 
Cottonwood Mansion there in the late 1860s. 


Mary (Hoover) Holmes died in 1869 and a year later, Mr. Holmes married a widow, Cynthia 
Anderson. In 1871 at the age of 42, Cynthia gave birth to a daughter, Lillian who eventually 
inherited the mansion. Lillian attended Alma College for ladies in St. Thomas, where she met the 
widowed brother of a class mate. They were married at Cottonwood and lived with her mother, 
Cynthia for several years at Cottonwood. They eventually moved to St. Thomas and later to the 
United States. They sold Cottonwood Mansion and eventually the building deteriorated. 


In 1988, a descendant of the Hoover family, Larry Hamilton (1940-2004) of Massachusetts, 
purchased the property and restored it. He established the Cottonwood Mansion Restoration 
Preservation Foundation and built his own apartment behind the mansion. The restoration was 
completed about 1994 and the mansion now is operating as a Victorian/Edward flavor museum. 


Larry Hamilton’s wife (now widow), Joyce Hamilton, is a long time antique dealer in Selkirk 
and is now in charge of Cottonwood Mansion. I would like to thank her for the Holmes-Hoover 
family tree and much of this information. 


I would also like to thank the staff of the Haldimand County Museum and Archives in 
Cayuga, Ontario for sending me several advertisements of W. C. Holmes and Elmo R. Holmes 
during the time the store passed from William to Elmo in 1909. 


In 1909, William gave up the store to manage a gas plant in nearby Rainham. The stock of 
his store was sold through a Merchandise Broker, A. D. Learoyd. Most of his goods, to the value of 
$12,000 were offered at cut-rate prices in sale which began on the 18" of February, 1909 at 9:00 in 
the morning. The stock was bought by his brother, Elmo who closed the store for one week. He had 
a grand opening on the 13 of March, 1909. 


William Cosmo Holmes died on the 10 of December, 1945 and is buried in Selkirk Union 
Cemetery. 


Elmo operated the store into the 1920s, however, by 1926 he was living in Edmonton, 
Alberta. He died on the 6" of March 1970.

Selkirk 


Ontario, Canada 


SELKIRK is the oldest village in Walpole Township. In 
1800, David Hoover purchased two thousand acres of 
land from Captain Dochstader. In 1827 he sold a 
portion of this land to William Steele who thought the 
area was ideal for a village. Steele sold several lots and 
founded the village of Williamsville. The first person to 
set up business in Williamsville was a carpenter named 
Robert  Stillweall. The town expanded in 1833 when a 
weekly mail service was established between Dunnville 
and Port Dover. David Evans opened the first general 
store in 1834. The first post office in Walpole Township 
opened in 1844 under postmaster William Mudie. 
There were many names attributed to the village; 
apart from the town being called Williamsville, the 
post office was part of Walpole Township, and the 
region was Stoney Creek. In 1855, an official meeting 
was held to collectively name the village and the post 
office. The name chosen was Selkirk. The village 
became a hub of activity and in 1875 it became home 
of a grist mill, carding mill, tailor shop, cobbler’s shop, 
and a thirty-two piece brass band. The village grew 
with the addition of its own photographer, a saw mill, 
two cream factories, and an egg grading station. In 
1904, the first natural gas well was planted in Selkirk, 
further bolstering the community and its economy. 
Selkirk has maintained its community charm making it 
the village it is today!

Thomas Crowston was born in England in 1871 and emigrated to Canada in 1901, along with his wife Kate, sons 
Bernard and Arthur and daughter Elsie. 


He apparently operated a bakery in Oakville in 1907-08 with a partner. The bakery is listed as “Crowston & 
Jordan”. There are no known tokens and no record of Jordan can be found. 


The 1911 census finds him operating his own bakery in Markham. He now has another son, George, born in 1910. 
His bakery business must not have been successful as the 1921 census shows him in the cartage business. In 1921 
he and his family were living at 3 Bexley Crescent, Toronto. 


The above token is listed as Maverick # 3027a in “An Illustrated Guide to Ontario Bakery Tokens.”. It will be listed 
as # 0987a under Markham in future editions. There may also be a One Loaf token but none have turned up to 
date,

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THE MYSTERIOUS “THOMAS BYRNE” BAKERY TOKENS 


By JIM ASTWOOD 


The above two tokens turn up periodically on auctions or on e-bay. They are always uncirculated and are almost 
certainly Canadian. However, attempts to pin down a location have so far been futile. | have two sets in my 
collection, one of which was acquired from the late Doug. Ferguson and one from a U. S. dealer who was 
liquidating a large Canadian token collection. Neither Ferguson or the dealer had any idea where they were from 
although Ferguson believed they were from somewhere in Ontario. 


A close examination of the reverse die of the 1 loaf token reveals that the dots forming the border are all evenly 
spaced except for the two over the first “O” in “GOOD”. These two dots are closely spaced and provide an 
excellent diagnostic. There are at least 7 different bakeries in Ontario with the same reverse die. These are J. 
Hucks of Harrison, James V. MacPhee of Niagara-on-the-Lake, J. S. Balharrie & Sons of Ottawa, Charles Pearce of 
Ottawa, Harry Powell of Peterboro, Frank Richmond of Port Hope and one from the Canadian Bakery of Toronto 
(Not McColl 1056). There may well be others but these at least give us an approximate time of issue. 


1. J. Hucks was in Harriston from at least 1907 on but | have been unable to determine how long he was 


there. 

2. James V. MacPhee was in Petrolia up until at least 1907 and then re-appears in Niagara-on-the-Lake in 
1912. 

3. J. S. Balharrie is listed in Ottawa directories from 1907 but does not become J. S. Balharrie & Sons until 
1912. 


4. Charles Pearce was listed as Ottawa by Ken Palmer — a search of Ottawa directories is necessary to 
determine when he operated. 

5. Harry Powell is listed as being in Peterboro in 1912 but then moved to Calgary, where he re-appears in 
1914. 

6. Frank Richmond is not in the 1912 or earlier directories but is listed at Port Hope from 1914 to 1917. 

7. Canadian Bakery, G. H. Bowen was in Toronto at the time of McColl (ca. 1903) but there are two varieties 
of tokens, one of which is listed by McColl in his 1903 sale as # 1056, the other is from the same die as the 
Thomas Byrne 1 loaf token. 


lf we go by the dates of numbers 2, 3, 5 and 6 which are fairly certain it would appear that the Thomas Byrne 
tokens were produced sometime around 1912 to 1914. 


That brings us to the question “Who was Thomas Byrne and where, if anywhere, did he operate a bakery??” Since 
all known examples are uncirculated it is possible they were either ordered and never used or were samples struck 
in anticipation of an order, although the latter seems unlikely due to the number of these tokens that have turned 


up. 
A search of Directories, Gazetteers, WW! service records, and census records revealed that there were two 


Thomas Byrne’s involved in the bakery business at the time. We will call them Thomas Byrne #1 and Thomas Byrne 
#2. 


AT 


Thomas Byrne #1 - Thomas M. Byrne was born in Dublin, Irelland May 31, 1871. He and his wife or wife-to-be 
emigrated to Canada in 1898. His wife Margaret was born in England in 1871 or 1872. They had two children, a 
son Francis, presumably born in Canada in 1900 and a daughter Lillian born in 1914. The whereabouts of this Byrne 
family from the time they arrived in Canada until 1915 is uncertain. Thomas M. Byrne volunteered for the army on 
August 9, 1915 at Montreal and the address given for he and his wife was Ste. Agathe des Monts, just north of 
Montreal. His attestation papers at the time of his enlistment state his occupation as ‘baker’. The 1921 census 
lists Thomas, now age 51, his wife Margaret, his two children and his mother Theresa, age 74, living on rue St. 
Joseph, Ste. Agathe des Monts. Under “Occupation” the 1921 census says “aucun” (None) so he may have been 
unemployed at the time. It is possible that they were living somewhere else prior to 1915 and Thomas may have 
had a bakery, or perhaps intended to start one and joined the army instead. We may never know. 


Thomas Byrne #2 — The first reference | found for Thomas Byrne #2 was in the 1911 census. He is listed as living at 
223 Augusta Ave., with his occupation given as “driver” for the “Bread factory” He was born in July, 1877 and his 
wife Agnes was born in July, 1876. The “Bread factory” likely refers to Weston’s “Model Bakery” which was located 
at Soho and Phoebe, only two blocks from Mr. Byrne’s home. The 1912 City of Toronto directory lists him as a 
driver for James Dempster, Baker, 222 Dundas Ave. (We can still buy Dempster’s bread!) Mr. Byrne is not listed in 
the 1908 Toronto directory nor in the 1913 and 1914 editions, suggesting he had moved. The 1916 Ottawa 
directory finds him at 185 Cambridge St. in Ottawa but no occupation is given. The 1923 directory lists him as a 
salesman and inspector for the Standard Bread Co Ltd. In Ottawa (The Standard Bread Co. was owned by G. Cecil 
Morrsion and Richard Lamothe. The name eventually was changed to Morrison-Lamothe and they are still in 
business.) He was also the Secretary for the Bakery Drivers Union, No. 488. At that time he was living at 71 Le 
Breton Street. 


The question now is “Did Thomas M. Byrne of St. Agathe des Monts run a bakery during the time there is no record 
of him or did the other Thomas Byrne try to start a bakery during the time he left Toronto in 1912 and took 
another job in Ottawa?” My vote is for the Thomas Byrne in Ottawa as it seems unlikely that the other Thomas 
Byrne would order English language tokens if he was going to run a bakery in a predominantly French speaking 
community. The only known tokens from St. Agathe des Monts were issued by J. A. Fournelle and are bi-lingual. 
We may never know for certain which Thomas Byrne was responsible for the tokens but hopefully more 
information will turn up eventually. If anyone reading this can help please e-mail me at jastwood@mymts.net. 
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R. G. FLANN, IDEAL BAKERY 
SMITHS FALLS, ONTARIO

Robert Garnet Flann, was born in Manotick, Ontario on August 16, 1886 (Manotick is now part of Ottawa). His 
death certificate lists his father as John C. Flann who was born in Portland, England. His mother’s maiden name 
was Margaret Dennison and she was born North Gower, Ontario. He married Edna Mary Harris on March 27, 1907 
and had two children, Earle and Doherty. 


The 1911 Dominion of Canada Census lists him at 62 Main St., Manotick and shows his occupation as “baker”. (His 
name does not appear in the census index as it is almost illegible on the hand-written census page.) This same 
census page lists a John Stamp as a baker, also in Manotick. The Dominion of Canada Gazetteer lists “Flann & 
Stamp” as bakers in Manotick for the years 1912 to 1915 but they must have been in business before that. 


Robert Flann joined the army on December 4, 1915. He apparently served throughout the war with the 156" 
Overseas Battalion, Canadian Expeditionary Force and re-enlisted on June 23, 1919 in the Canadian Ordnance 
Corps. The 1921 census puts him and Edna living at 18 Gloucester St., Ottawa, along with Earle Flann, age 13, 
Doherty Flann, age 8 and Margaret Flann, age 75. His occupation is listed as “Storekeeper”, possibly referring to his 
position with the Ordnance Corps. 


John Stamp apparently did not serve in WW! but must have given up the bakery at some point. He is listed as still 
living in Manotick in the 1921 census but his occupation is given as “farmer”. 


The 1923 Ottawa city directory lists R. G. Flann only at 18 Gloucester, with no mention of anyone else at that 
address. His stint in the army must have been over as he then moved to Smiths Falls and opened a bakery and 
confectionery. He is listed under both “bakers” and “confectioners” in the Dominion of Canada Gazetteer. Flann 
died in Smith’s Falls of chronic parenchymatous nephritis (Bright’s disease) on January 24, 1930. The death 
certificate lists his occupation as confectioner and baker and indicates he lived there for 7 years, which ties in with 
his last listing in the Ottawa directory. The information on his death certificate was provided by his older brother, 
John C. Flann (born in 1883 and apparently named after his father). Robert was buried at Manotick on January 27, 
1930. His widow continued to live in Smiths Falls until at least 1945. 


This token was previously listed in “A Guide to Ontario Bakery Tokens” as Maverick # 3038a. It will be re-listed in 
future editions as # 1691a under Smiths Falls 
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SOLVING THE MYSTERY OF McCOLL 994 — “EDENBROUGH BAKERY”

Being a collector of Canadian bakery tokens for years | always wondered who issued the tokens listed in 
McColl’s 1903 sale as # 994 — “Edenbrough Bakery - 1 and 4 loaves”. In my collection | have a | loaf 
token that reads “Edenburgh Bakery / J. Taylor’. This is aluminum and scalloped with a cut out “1”. | 
have always assumed this was the 1 loaf token referred to by McColl, and that McColl had simply mis- 
spelled “Edenburgh” as “Edenbrough”. | still think this is likely but | have never come across a 4 loaf 
token with same spelling, although | suspect there may be one. | also have a 1 loaf token and a 4 loaf 
token reading “Edinburgh Bakery / One / Loaf / J. Taylor” and “Edinburgh Bakery / Four / Loaves / J. 
Taylor’, respectively. This indicates that the error in spelling “Edinburgh” was noticed and new tokens 
prepared, although in a completely different style. 


| have always suspected that these tokens may be from Winnipeg but have never been able to prove it 
until now. Over the years | have searched through city directories, telephone books, gazetteers, 
Dominion directories and anywhere else | could think of. There was a James Taylor listed as a baker in 
Winnipeg as early as 1884 but never a mention of an “Edinburgh Bakery”. Taylor is a common name and 
there are many James Taylors and J. Taylors listed as bakers all across the country, but none that could 
be connected to an “Edinburgh Bakery”. The only Edinburgh Bakery that | was able to find was the 
“Edinburgh Bread & Biscuit Factory, 69 Queen St., John Tod, Manager”, listed in the 1882 Winnipeg 
directory and the “Edinburgh Bakery, Paulin & Ward, 55 Queen St.” in the 1883 Winnipeg directory. 
There was no mention of James Taylor in either directories. James Taylor first appears in the 1884 
directory as a baker at the Scotch Bakery, J. S. Marshall, proprietor. This bakery was located at 557 Main 
Street and the same directory lists 7 employees including Taylor so it must have been a fairly large 
bakery. Taylor’s name keeps appearing in Winnipeg directories as a baker, sometimes as an employee 
and sometimes as running his own bakery, but never any mention of “Edinburgh Bakery” so | could 
never prove any connection. 


Then came a break. Larry Leavens was searching the internet and discovered an obituary for a James 
Taylor in the Winnipeg Tribune archives. These archives are in the possession of the University of 
Manitoba and have only recently been digitized and made available on-line. Lo and behold the obituary 
notes that “He established the Edinburgh Bakery at the corner of Selkirk and Austin St., which he 
operated for 20 years.” When Larry advised me of this | immediately began searching the Tribune 
archives and not only did | find a photo of Mr. Taylor but numerous ads for his “Edinburgh Bakery”. The 
mystery was solved and | could finally file the tokens away with my Manitoba collection. However, | 
decided | should perhaps see what else | could find out about Mr. Taylor so | continued my research. 


James Taylor was born in Scotland on February 1, 1853 and likely arrived in Winnipeg sometime in 1883. 
According to the 1891 census he was married but there is no census listing for his wife. His first job was 
working as a baker with J. S. Marshall, who ran a large bakery at 557 Main Street in Winnipeg. At the 
time he is listed as living at 10 Selkirk Avenue East. The Edinburgh Bakery on Queen Street was owned 
by Paulin & Ward, a partnership between W. H. Paulin and J. W. Ward. Ward Brothers (J. W. and John 
Ward) also ran a grocery store. W. H. Paulin was also a partner with J. H. Chambers and they had a 
biscuit factory at 11 Ross Ave., operating under the name of Paulin & Co. In 1884 Paulin & Ward had 
bakeries at 363 and 584 Main Street operating under the name “Manitoba Bakery”, plus one at 45 
William Avenue and the “Edinburgh Bakery” at 55 Queen Street (now Portage Avenue) The 1884 
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directory lists George Parr as the manager of the store at 584 Main Street. Sometime during early 1884 
James Taylor became manager of one or perhaps both stores and had tokens struck in his name. These 
were aluminum tokens and must have been quite expensive at the time, as aluminum did not become 
cheap until around 1890. Unfortunately for Taylor, the Paulin & Ward partnership did not last and both 
of the Manitoba Bakery stores were closed the same year. It is doubtful if Taylor ever got to use his 
tokens and all known examples are uncirculated. The Edinburgh Bakery at 55 Queen Street became 
Ward Brothers grocery store. 


The Manitoba Bakery store at 363 Main Street was taken over by a Railway agent and the location at 
584 Main Street is listed as the YMCA in 1885. James Taylor appropriated the name “Edinburgh Bakery” 
and opened his own bakery at the corner of Selkirk Avenue and Austin Street. His bakery must have 
been quite successful as he opened a retail store at 716 Main Street about 1890. He operated his 
bakery at 292 Austin and his store at 716 Main until 1898 or early 1899. | believe his wife must have 
died and he pulled up stakes and moved to Morden, Manitoba, where he had a bakery for about five 
years. The 1901 census lists him as a baker in Morden operating his own store and this time lists him as 
a “widower.” There are no tokens known from his bakery in Morden. 


Taylor returned to Winnipeg in 1904 or early 1905 and worked as a baker with William A. Kemp, who 
ran a bakery at 404 Ross Avenue. He was not there long as he is listed as a baker with Boyd’s Ltd. in the 
1907 and 1908 directories. Kemp must have given up his bakery as he is listed as a contractor and 
carpenter in subsequent directories. The 1908 directory listing Taylor still at Boyd’s is probably incorrect 
as the same directory lists “James Taylor Bakery and Confectionery, 211 Tache Avenue, Norwood”. 211 
Tache Avenue was the Norwood Bakery & Restaurant, M. A. Sharpe & E. A. Shakespeare, proprietors in 
1905 and in 1906 is listed as Daly & Schoales, Bakers & Confectioners (Henry Daly & C. Schoales). Taylor 
was rooming with John F. Smith at the time. Smith ran a bakery at 1134 Main Street in 1905, although in 
1906 1134 Main Street is listed as “W. F. Sharpe & D. J. McLean, Home Made Bread”. Taylor apparently 
did not last long at the Tache Avenue location and gave up the bakery business although he was only 55 
at the time. He became the City Bread Inspector for the City of Winnipeg Health Department, a position 
he held for about 5 years. He then retired and took a job as live-in caretaker at the |.0.0.F Temple at 
293 Kennedy Street. He lived there until 1921 when he moved to 428 Dufferin Avenue although he 
continued his duties at the |.0.0.F. Temple. There are no directory listings for him from 1924 to 1929 
but sometime during that period he moved in with a Federick Hedge at 532 Jubilee Avenue. He became 
the caretaker at Riverview United Church, a postion he held until his death in March, 1931 at age 78.

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Holey Half Pennies: One More Cause 
Eric Leighton, FCNRS 


We all see them: coins or tokens with holes. Mostly they are in junk boxes at a few cents 
each, or in cardboard 2x2's among that class of coins best described as “low grade.” I bought 
some when new to the game, and new collectors will continue to do this for a number of reasons. 
Mine was economy. 


Holes detract value, more so than simple wear. We shun them, we find them ugly, deformed 
and maltreated. We see them as abused and we cast them off in the same manner as a herd of 
bison will leave the weak, the aged, and ill of their number to the pack. But, are we missing 
something? 


How much thought goes into the reasons behind the holes in coins? Most of us don’t care, but 
the possibilities are so many as to appear endless. Some are said to have been nailed to the mast 
of a new schooner (especially suspect in a ship building region such as Atlantic Canada), and 
some are considered to have been nailed above the door as a charm to either ward off or keep in 
spirits of one kind or another. Some 
were worn as pendants, watch fobs 
and even buttons, which may also : ee tae 
have then been used as a “button on cfs f Zi, f 
a string” toy. A copper with a large 
central hole may well have been a 
washer on a bolt or a tally marker on 
a stick to mark off how many units of . | ; HCO Ft et 
something was produced, picked, 
shelled or shot.

But, for once we find documentary

Recently, I had reason to look into Happened, Transacted and Done in the Township of 

the Parrsborough “Township Book,” Parrsborough since June Term 1786" 

a journal or diary of notable 

“happenings” from the earliest records. I was not looking for coinage information per se, but I 
found some that was both surprising and fascinating. In addition to a really old contemporary 
account of a use for half pennies which I had not even considered before, I found a perspective

on how people lived and thought at the time. 


Figure 1 one above shows the relative importance of livestock identification, placed before 
Vital Statistics. Note the archaic form of the number 8, being nearly horizontal. Parrsboro has 
long since dropped the “ugh” from its name. 


What is a Township? From the Nova Scotia Archives’ website: 


“On 12 October 1758, the Governor of Nova Scotia, Charles Lawrence, issued a proclamation 
to encourage settlement of the largely unpopulated colony for which he was responsible. 


“Governor Lawrence looked to the Thirteen Colonies, especially Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, to find new settlers for his territory. The proclamation offered them what amounted to a 
fresh start in a congenial environment — plenty of land, an elected Assembly, religious tolerance 
minimal taxation and at the local level, the well-established New England model of ‘township' or 
community-based government and land ownership.

The first 'Planters' (settlers) arrived in the spring of 1759 to take advantage of his offer. In the 
end, some twenty townships were established between 1760 and 1775. Over time, various other 
communities not initially set up as formal townships adopted the record-keeping feature of the 
New England model. As a result the database presented [at the Archives] includes information 
for 34 distinct record sets.

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There were only 19 registered Ear Marks in the Parrsborough Township Book, (that of 
Samuel Wilson’s, above, being one) from 1786 to 1788 in the only surviving record. Seven of 
them used halfpennies as part of their Mark. Most Marks were mutilations. Part of the ear cut 
off, slits, notches, holes, and the use of foreign objects such as gads and coins were some of the 
more common. Their descriptive registrations contain local jargon, probably dating back through 
generations to Old England, such as the term “Near Ear.” Almost always the ear was given as 
either right or left, but two registrations used “Near.” So which ear on a sheep or a cow is the 
“Near Ear?” Clearly, someone else in later years saw a need to clarify this to the succeeding 
generations. Neatly written above the word Near, was “Left.” 


A much more prolific list of all Ear Mark types, including half pennies, is found in the 
Township Book for Horton. Being in the best agricultural land in the province may well be 
reflected in the numbers and types of ear marks 
registered.

There were so many ear marks that an index to 
the first 25 pages of them was required. The last 
line on page 25 was a note to go to a page further 


on for more. Note that “Halfpennys” were one & 
type of mark. 


This Township Book “Commencing Anno 
Domini 1761" as its fly leaf proclaims has good 
reason to be faded, worn, and torn. As the earliest 
records of the Township of Horton, in present day 
Kings County, Nova Scotia, some valuable early SEE Ee me 
historical data are preserved as cattle mark Fig 3. Index to Ear Marks, Horton. 
information. The names of 725 farmers (and 
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others: one man was listed as a “Taylor” indicating a close tie with the land by all people in that 
age of early settlement) who had a registered ear mark, along with many others to whom the 
marks were transferred to after the retirement, removal or death of the first holder are obviously 
of interest to genealogists and other history buffs. Often the new person will be named as the son 
of the former, and in a few cases ethnicity is revealed (both important, as church and official 
records from that era are scarce). One in particular was a mark registered to “Thomas Caldwell 
Irishman” to differentiate him from another of the same name, who was I believe, Scottish. 


The use of the “&c.” after each type of mark in the index is indicative of the fact that rarely do 
the marks as named stand alone: they were used in a multitude of combinations, and though the 
first entry on Foliol might well be simply a “square crop on the right Ear”’the rest of them were 
obliged to use one, two, three, or even four of the other types of marks in addition to the square 
crop on the right ear, to tell whose “cattle” were whose. There is a well defined trend toward 
more and more complicated markings as time went on. 


A few registered marks had but one halfpenny attached to an ear. Naturally, those sheep with 
one halfpenny on the left ear could be easily separated from sheep with the halfpenny on the 
right. But, with a greater number of people raising sheep, a greater range of coin placement came 
into being: soon there were half pennies on both ears. Eventually it became important to have 
coins on the upper vs the lower side of the ear; and even two half pennies in the place of one in 
any and all positions. A careful examination of this record reveals that the most on any one ear 
was three, and no more than two on one side of that ear, be it upper or lower front, or the back of 
the ear. There was found to be a maximum of four coins per animal. 


As a bit of trivia associated with this record: of the 725 farmers, 421 of them used half pennies 
as a mark, with an overall average usage of 1.5 coins per mark. If each of them had but one 
animal marked as they were registered to be, a total of 633 half pennies were needed. If each 
man however had an average of 4 cows, and 20 sheep, the number of required coppers to mark 
them all equals (using the average) one shilling’s worth. If each of the 421 farmers required a 
shilling’s worth of half pennies, the entire community would need over 10,000 of them, equaling 
a fraction over £21. Then there are the hogs. The latest registration date of an ear mark using 
half pennies was 1840...nearly 80 years of recorded usage...and for 
how long afterwards? 


These are the results of but two of the 34 mentioned 
Townships. Twenty one of those Townships are known to have 
recorded “Animal Marks.” Was the use of coppers for ear tags 
widespread? I don’t know. But, really, is the question even 
relevant? The traditional marking of “cattle” that grazed together in 
“commons” and shared pastures was most likely utilized in every 
Township to some degree. Some were recorded, some likely not, or 
perhaps they were, and the record book has not survived. This little Ear Tag for a Sheep? 
paper is not intended to be a definitive “who did and who didn’t.” 

It is intended for the enjoyment of the reader, and as food for thought.

Joseph W. Church was the son of Joseph Church. They and other family members 
emigrated to Canada from the United States sometime after 1845. They settled at 
Gananoque, Ontario where Joseph [Sr], sons Joseph W. and Lorenzo operated a hotel. 
Joseph W. was born in 1844 and Lorenzo in 1845. 


From Canada Census data and business directories we know the Church family operated 
a hotel in Gananoque as early as 1871. The 1871 Lovell’s Directory lists the Church’s 
Hotel with Joseph and Joseph W. as proprietors. In 1889 it is indicated the Church 
Brothers operated the hotel. A directory for 1898 show J.W. and L.D. Church operated 
the American House. By 1901 Joseph W. operated the hotel by himself, with no record 
of Lorenzo living in Gananoque. Joseph W. died on May 31, 1907. 


A previously unknown token issued by J.W. Church has recently surfaced, as shown 
below.

Based on the foregoing it appears the token bearing the name J.W. Church was issued 
sometime during 1901 to 1907 time frame. The 5 cents token is the only denomination 
known.

The following item is included here for interest, but is not a token. Several of these have 
recently come to light, and obviously are either a tool check, or time check. Note the 
spelling of the location. Peterboro appears to be have been a popular spelling in the early 
times, as it appears as such in business directories dated 1874, 1889, 1898 and even 1909. 
Wm. Hamilton, born in Scotland, came to Peterborough in 1856 and established his 
company which originally produced saw mill and general machinery. He expanded with 
a foundry and by 1884 employed some 120 men. Later the company also made steel 
pipes, water wheels, smoke stacks, and centrifugal pumps. At it’s peak the company had 
a work force of approximate 200.
